In the — Council last night an amendment to 
the ordinance regarding the wharfage dues, was 
presented by the committee and ordered read a 
second time, when a discussion followed as to 
its provisions. * 
Mr. Wehmhoff—I want to know if there is a 
clause provided for new boats that are build- 
ing? 
President Long Les; new steamers are free 
of wharfage. 
Mr. Jefferson explained that the . ogdi- 
nance with regard to wharfage dues had been 
submitted by the committee about eight months 
ago, but vetoed by the Mayor on account of 
some informality, since which they had had a 
and agreed upon the clauses of the pres- 
ent amended ordinance after consultation with 
@ large number of steamboat owners. All the 
clauses of the old ordinance were retained. 
Twenty-five per cent. of wharfage due 
had been deducted for the larger steam- 
boats, but not so much for the smaller boats. 
Objection was made to a clause, the substance 
of which was that small flats, &c., should be re- 
moved to give way to steamers from the wharf 
landing without any reference to whether they 
were doing business cr not. He thought that 
part was incorrect. 
Mr. Jefferson said that clause had been put 
into the old ordinance in 1564, and no injustice 
had deen soon in it since then. 
Mr. German—I think that clause should be re- 
tained. Who is to know whether these boats are 
doing any business or not, except the wharf- 
master! 
Mr. Kaye was also of opinion that this clause 
ought to be retained. The proper person to 
have discreti that matter was the wharf- 
master. Take ont that clause and they would 
spoil the whole concern, and might have three or 
four small flats, and taking up the whole wharf 
to the detriment of large steamers. 
It was mentioned bythe member who had 
made the objection, that it was to that part of 
it he particularly objected, that small boats 
should get out of the way for steamers whether 
loading or unloading. 
Mr.Orrill also objected to the clause gelatine to 
rafte of lumber, and the facilities granted by the 
ordinance for landing timber and loge. It wag 
tothe interest of the city that there should be 
good accomodation for landing lumber. The 
wharfmaster should have a place where lumber 
could be bauled from, and he decidedly obzeet- 
ed to the clause which defined that no lumber, 
rafts of timber or loge, should be permitted to be 
lat ded on any portion of the city wharf. He did 
not know whether the com mittee had deliberated 
over the amended ordinance as carefully as was 
required, especially when it was acknowledged 
that there was a difficulty to get a committee 
together at all, and in view of the large 
reduction made in wharfage dues. The city 
owned the wharfage ground from Clay street to 
Ninth street, and if they wereenot permitted to 
unload lumber on this wharf how long should 
they have to look on at Jeffersonville allowing 
lumber to be unloaded on its wharf and then fer- 
rying it across the river and landing it in this 
oity? Hebelieved Mr. N. B. Connel knew that 
for a fact.
